BARN BURNED DOWN. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT LAID A QUAR- 


TER OF A MILE OF HOSE. 


Member* of the Department by Energetic 


\Vork Saved tbe House From Destruction 
—A Long Run for the Horses This Morn- 
ing. 


About 8 o'clock this morning fire was 


discovered in tbe barn adjoining tbe house 
occupied by E. L. Chase and family on 
Pleasant street, in Dracut.

The house is a two and one-half story 


wooden affair, with ell and barn. The 
fire was confined to the ell and barn, but it 
was due to the efforts of the firemen that 
it was prevented from reaching the house. 
The old wood burned briskly and soon tbe 
b»rn was a total loss. The ell part was 
also badly damaged. 


It is said that the fire was set by the 


three year old child of Mr. Chase, who was 
playing in tbe barn and it is supposed had 
some matches with which the child set fire 
to the bay.

The number 
of unemployed mill operatives (outside of 
tbe woolen trade) is now small, and a scar- 
city of competent help is also reported from 
Fall River and New Bedford. 


With the Woolen Mills 


conditions are entirely different, for as a 
mill agent said recently, "We make for the 
future, from six to nine months ahead and 
the uncertainty in our business comes 
solely from an inability to guage the 
market that time hence. Let tariff legis- 
lation be made and settled then we can find 
a foundation for building a woolen busi- 
ness, and I am sanguine that it will be a 
business which will equal any for many 
years." 


Value of Stock. 


One of the journals in the manufactur- 


ing trade had a comparison of stock values 
of various New England corporations. The 
decline is noted, in J?all Eiver it being $11 
a share, as an average. 


In Manchester, where the decline (esti- 


mating tbe decline in value of the $1000 
shares, as a reduction on 10 shares of S100 
each) ranges from $11 to $48 per share; 
the average is 832 per share. 


In Lowell, estimating the reduction as 


heretofore, where the decline of the stock 
of eleven manufacturing concerns ranges 
from $9 to S41 per share, the average 
shrinkage is $14 per share. 


In Lawrence, the decline (similarly esti- 


mated as heretofore) of the stock of five 
large manufacturing concerns ranges from 
J4 to S21 per share and the average shrink- 
age is $16 per share. 


In Biddeford (reckoning eacb share as 


ten, five or four $100 shares, according to 
whether the par value be §1000, 9500 or 
$400) where the depreciation in value 
'anges from $22 to $44, the average is 
S29. 


These figures are all right for the gen- 


eral public to read, and all right for stock- 
aolders to swear by as a calamity argu- 
ment, but their veracity is doubted by 
many.

UNION MADE GOODS. 


Why Labor Union Hen Should Patronize 


Them^It Encourages Labor and Keeps 
Skilled Workmen Employed. 


Editor of THE SUN: 


Dear Sir:—I have had a little experience 


in the last few days with a gentleman who 
was here in tbe interest of a work which, is 
to be placed upon tbe market by the Mas- 
sachusetts branch of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. It is known as the official 
year book and is to be published annually. 
In our experience here among the adver- 
tising business men, I find a great many of 
them carry union made goods, and who are 
unwilling to advertise in snch a work, be- 
cause they claim the labo^organizations do 
not appreciate the fact that they who carry 
the union, label upon their goods, which 
should entitle them to patronage. 


I do not know to what extent this prac- 


tice of purchasing goods made in estab- 
lishments where non-union labor is em- 
ployed, Ss earned on here, but I think it 
would be well to call tbe attention of our 
working people to the fact that the more 
patronage given to the union label, the 
more employment there will be given to 
the union labor. If we must help our- 
selves and accomplish anything in the WBJ 
of elevating our particular trade, we must 
make it a point that we purchase nothing 
from any dealer save that wJiieVbearj. the 
union Isjjgl fcon •flaton made goods. 3y 
patronizing the union label, we destroy tbe 
work of-sweating sbops, and we also'strike 
a, severe blow at convict labor, the pro- 
ducts of which come into competition with 
the product of honest union labor. The 
events of the last few months demonstrate 
concerted action on the part of some of 
our employers, and the only way to meet 
them, and accomplish the aim of the 
laboring people, is to make concerted 
action in retaliation. The wage earner 
should patronize no goods) that fail to bear 
the scrutiny of any member of any labor 
organization, that that member may deter- 
mine in his own mind, whether every dol- 
lar he invests in wares which he may need 
(other than that upon which he himself is 
employed), is being put into the hands of 
some other worklngnian who has the 
chance of earning an honest day's wages 
for a fair day's work, or for convict labor 
or sweat shop goods which robs the work- 
ingman of bis bread and butter by depriv- 
ing him of his daily wages. On with the 
union label, let it be well patronized, let 
every new organization apply for tbe right 
to use whatever particular label they may 
design, and it will not be long before union 
made goods command the market.

The same heartbeats throb 
through every great center where hu- 
man efforts and jramau interests toueli. ! 
That strange ariay of peace which has 
taken up a march the like of which the 
world never saw before, the ring of sa- 
ber and clash of bayonets in South Car- 
olina, in Colorado, in the Indian Terri- 
tory, are all related, all boiling up 
from the same fire and fountain. Ordi- 
nary readers may not think so. To them 
everything that occurs is unexpected 
and surprising and after a little is eas- 
ily explained as just happening so, or 
as the result of some folly or presump- 
tion of this or that person iu office or in 
politics. Thus the great army of the 
unemployed exists because of the Wil- 
son bill, or somebody else's bill, or Cleve- 
land's •uncertain policy. 


The trouble in South Carolina was be- 


cause the governor was too zealous an 
advocate of law; that in Colorado be- 
cause the governor wouldn't be bluffed 
by a political ring; in the Indian Terri- 
tory because the people were timid and 
the Indians naturally turbulent, and in 
like manner the trouble in the coke re- 
gions is explained by saying it is becanse 
there is too much tariff or there isn't 
enough, or the miners are foreigners 
and ignorant, wild and lawless. It 
takes something of a philosopher to see 
that one principle lies at the bottom of 
all these disturbances, one innate desire 
or aspiration imbues every ono of these 
disturbing elements. The conventional 
or shallow person sees no remedy for an 
army of homeless unemployed but 
^wholesale arrests or a "driving out of 
town" at the muzzles of guns, as they 
did in Oakland, Cal.; for rebellions peo- 
ple who stand out for personal liberty, 
but plenty of hard drilled, nonsympa- 
thetic soldiers; for restless Indians, bnt 
crazy co-wboj» and eager regulars, well 
aimed and equipped, and for desperate, 
maddened, hungry strikers, but "power 
enough to completely subjugate them." 
Yet these can only succeed in smother- 
ing the fire, which must break out all 
the more fiercely some tima They do not 
touch the causes, whatever of deceitful 
calm they may bring about 


The true story of the troubles in 


Pennsylvania is one of snch horror as is 
seldom told and never realized unless it 
is lived. The strikers are foreigners 
who have been imported at different 
times to take the place of striking 
American ~workingmen, and of the.se it 
is said, "Under the 1892-3 schedule the 
men could barely live; under that of 
189-1 they starved." 


Caanon in the Chicago Times thus 


describes what he has seen: 


"I have witnessed scenes of pitiful' 


want, of brutal treatment, of ignorant 
ferocity, beside which the wildest "sto- 
ries of slavery in the south were tame 
and insipid. I have seen men working 
3 0 hours, their only repast being crusts 
of stale bread. 1 have keen them driven 
from place to place like dumb, driven 
cattle at the muzzles of Winchesters. I 
have seen them driven with their wives 
and babies from their rude shanties into 
the storm, there huddling together with 
mnl-e misery in their eyes. I have seen 
tender children thrown into jail and 
left for a, whole day wailing with hun- 
ger and tki:»Tt and fear. I have seen 
thorn hunted like wild animals and driv- 
en like runaway slaves to prison, all 
because they were not content to work 
like slaves for 50 and 75 cents a day, 
paid at the truck stores, for the glory of 
Cartwgie and 'protection to American 
labor.'"

The Cure For Thin Paradoxical Condition 


!« Reduction of tlio Hours of Labor. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


The fact of the coexistence of hunger 


and'extreme poverty with overproduc- 
tion in. a laud of civilization and Chris- 
tianity, such as ours is, presents a con- 
dition and a paradox which are revolting 
and inexcusable. When a man suffers 
hunger because of an excess of food, 
suffers cold because of an excessive sup- 
ply of clothing and of coal, suffers the 
want of a home because there is an over- 
supply of houses, suffers all sorts of 
miseries because of an oversupply of 
all the necessaries and comforts of life, 
it ia an •unmistakable proof that thare is 
something very wrong with the dispen- 
sation of social life. 
There is some evil 


power which stands between God's tem- 
poral blessings and those for whom they 
are intended. Our Almighty Provider 
has supplied the wants of our nation in 
a most magnificent and sumptuous man- 
ner, but the, perverseness of man, his 
systems and his rulings have converted 
the fullness of these blessings into a 
curse for the multitude. And yet we 
often talk of the glorious and wonderful 
achievements of our advanced civiliza- 
tion while these conditions are brought 
about by some of the very elements of 
our progress and enlightenment, which 
are the universal use of machinery and 
inventions. 


Supposing now that under the present

Popular demonstrations in Hyde park 


have always a spectacular interest. A 
procession through the streets, a huge 
gathering of sympathizers aud sight- 
seers iu the park, rattling rhetoric from 
» dozen platforms, perfect order and ab- 
solute good humor—the~e are the almost 


necessary as late as 1867 to pass a law 
making even permissible appointment 
of councils of conciliation or arbitra- 
tion. One of the acts that now reads 
like archaeology begins -with1. 


Whereas, Such combinations are Injuriom 


to trade and commerce, dangerous to the trim- 
quillity of the country and especially prejudi- 
cial to tho interests of all who are concerned in 
thorn, etc. 


While excess has at times character- 


ized organizations of trades, it will be 
admitted by fair observers that the in- 
fluence of organization, when kept with- 
in logical limits, has been salutary. 
While it is true that .sanitary and mor- 
al reform of factory and "miaa life 'was 
inaugurated by a manufacturer—the fa- 
ther of Sir Robert Peel—legislation 
shortening the hours of labor and amel- 
iorating its burdens has been due for 
the most part in all countries to organ- 
ization of the people directly affected. 
So long as the worMngman waa with- 
out political influence in France, In 
Prussia, in the United Kingdom, re- 
form was impossible. Because he had 
political influence from the start in this 
country we never were disgraced by the 
brutishness common in the middle of 
this century iu the foundries, forges, 
collieries and factories of other lands, 
the worse phases of degradation—de- 
basement of women and children—lin- 
gering in England until organized la 
bor compelled politicians to pass acts 
that made it penal for greed of capital 
to put women into collieries or for pov- 
erty or vice of parents to send children 
to work before they were old enough to 
go to school. 


If organized labor had done nothing 


but revise the laws relating to toil by 
the weak and the dependent, it would 
have amply justified its existence. Bnt 
it has done far more. When machinery 
was first introduced into mineral and 
textile production, ignorance among 
workingmen led them to fear that they 
were to be reduced to chronic starva- 
tion. 
"Lnddism"—destruction of ma- 


chinery by revolted artisans—is almost 
forgotten. 
It was one of the transitory 


expressions of industrial friction which 
labor organization ended by diffusion of 
intelligence in the ranks of the em- 
ployed. The cheapening of production 
resulted 
necessarily in competition. 


Tho workingman himself became able 
to buy better clothes, to have a better 
home and to acquire enjoyments impos- 
sible before machinery took the place of 
hands. 
With increased intelligence 


came demand for more privileges of 
education. Statistics tell the wonderful 
tale of reduced illiteracy all over the 
world, duo in great measure to shorten- 
ing of hours of labor, to restriction on 
labor by children, and to pressure upon 
political power to bring schools into in- 
dustrial centers.

How to Use Onions as a Medicine In Croup.

Pour off the juice and 
give, a teaspoon!ul every hour, or often- 
e* If the case is severe. 


Another cure fo'r'Sroup is to rub the 


throat and ohest until they are red with 
a mixture consisting of half a teaspoon' 
ful each of camphor and turpentine and 
a tablespoonful each, of coal oil and 
sweet oil. Wet a warm flannel with this 
and apply it to the throat and chest, 
watching carefully to remove it when 
they are reddened.

Many readers have doubtless tested 


baked ice cream, which, in point of fact, 
Is ice cream incased hi merinque and 
placed in an oven just long enough to 
harden the merinque, but not long enough 
to melt its frozen contents. 


And now a Philadelphia firm makes a 


specialty of fried ice cream, which is pro- 
nounced delicious by all who taste it. A 
small, solid oake of tho cream is enveloped 
in a thin sheet of pie crust and then dip- 
ped in boiling lard or butter long enough 
to cook tho outside to a crisp. Served im- 
mediately, the ice cream is found to be as 
solidly frozen as when it was first prepared. 
The process of frying is so quickly accom- 
plished and the pastry is so good a protect- 
or that the heat has no chance to reach 
the frozen cream. 


Marking AVith Indelible Int. 


The stock of household linens having 


now been replenished, there are many new 
pieces that need marking. The best fluid 
for this purpose is a black indelible ink 
that docs not require the use oi a prepara- 
tion to make the fabric smooth. If the 
linen is very rough, a little starch may be 
used, or in some cases the surface may be 
rendered smooth bypassing a hot iron over 
it. 


Articles that have never been washed are 


easiest to mark. A brght day should be 
chosen for marking, for if the atmosphere 
were damp the ink would not show a deep 
tone of black after the linen was pressed. 
Very fine steel pens are best for the pur- 
pose.

Why Trees Are Stmck by Lightning-. 
Mr. D. Jonesco has presented before the 


agricultural society of Brabaut the result 
of interesting experiments and observa- 
tions in regard to the frequent striking of 
trees by lightning. Certain trees attract 
lightning better than others, he finds, and 
their conductivity depends much upon the 
richness of the vrood in starch and oil. He 
consequently distinguishes them as oil 
trees and starch trees. 


The green wood of trees is in all cases a 
bad conductor of electricity, and so much 
the worse in proportion as the tree is richer 
in oil On the contrary, the greeu wood of 
amylaceous trees, poor in oil, conducts 
electricity relatively well. Living wood is 
a much better conductor than dead. The 
existence of dead branches in trees of both 
categories therefore increases the danger of 
lightning. 


In the forests of tho principality of Lippe 


it has been found that the oak is much of- 
tener struck' than the beech. 
Now, the 


first ia a type of starch tree and the second 
a type of oil tree. On another hand, the 
observations made establish the fact that 
the frequency of lightning strokes is 
greater in the dry than in the other 
branches. Besides the same statistics go 
to prove that the danger of lightning has 
no relation to the character of the soil. 
Although the highest figures are shown in 
hard and sandy ground, this is due to the 
fact that starch trees grow in such soil, but 
the nature of the latter is without in- 
fluence. 


The Coining light.

Bran—The Monster's Kemalns Divided 
Up For Scientific Purposes. 


NEW YOKK, May 12.—Tip ii dead. He 


died from the effect* of poison at 4:19 p. m. 
yesterday. 
After he had given up the 


ghost the authorities waited an hour to 
be positive that Tip was not shamming 
before they permitted the members of the 
press to view tbe deceased. 


A dead elephaut is an unusual thing to 


sej and might draw a crowd of sightseers 
under ordinuvy circumstances, but this 
dead elephant was something out of the 
usual line. It had been trifd ex parte 
and condemned to death, an 1 hud for two 
or three d.iys after sentence been placed 
under a death watch, and the public gen- 
erally were excited over the matter. 


Eight men, who had in turn become 


the master of Tip in bonds, were relieved 
of their duties and sent into eteruity by 
their intractable charge. The last man, 
Snyder, saw evidences of Tip's intention 
to send him on the same road, so to save 
himself he became first the accuser t ,d 
then the executioner of an elephant, 
whose name and fate have excited the in- 
terest of probably 50,000,000 people. 


Everybody Was Interested, 


Thousands of people in this city went 


up to Central park to see the elephant, 
and waited all day long. 
The newspaper 


men, of whom much was expected, could 
give little information. 


When the newspaper men gathered in 


the elephant hoase, Tip lay on his left 
side in his cage, his head toward the 
door, as if in his dying moments ha had 
looked for help or sympathy to his mates 
Juuo and the little bull elephant, which 
were anchored on the lawn outside. 


There were flecks of blood about his 


trunk and mouth as if he had bitten his 
tongue as life nickered away; the red 
hair all over his body showed plainly in 
the light of the setting sun, and the frag- 
ments of a chain on the floor of the oell 
were an indication of what might have 
been. 


Story of Tip's Death. 


George P. Burns, assistant superin- 


tendent of the menagerie, said: "All 
through the day we tried to administer 
the poison, cyanide of potassium, by one 
means or another, but did uot succeed. 
At last we decided on bran and using 
small capsules. 
Snyder made up balls 


of wet bran, in each one of which was 
placed a capsule containing about five or 
six grains of the cyanide. They were 
placed in the pail in which food had been 
given him before. Finally he put his 
trunk in the pail, and taking up a ball 
of the bran, blew it down his throat. Sev- 
eral others followed and then he stopped, 
lomething seemed to affect him. 


"He moved to the front of the cage and 


rubbed his side against the bars, then he 
trumpeted once or twice, and at the end 
of four minutes seemed to go into a con- 
vulsion, his body swelled, and in his ef- 
forts to strain and retch, he burst the 
chain th«t went around his body, the 
chain to which his martingale was at- 
tached and extending up his breast and 
to the tusks. 
The End. 


"He next seemed frantic, reared up and 


pawed with his forefeet against the outer 
wall of his cage. 
Getting down on the 


floor again he walked toward the door 
until he reached the limit of the heavy 
chain which secured his foreleg to two of 
the front bars, when he stumbled and 
fell. He did not KO down with a crash, 
however, but over on his side, front first, 
stiffened out and died in just 12 minutes 
from the time he took the first ball of 
wet bran."

It tUu uxiom "every man should con- 


tribute to tbe espouses of government ac- 
cording to his ability" is to be construed 
that every man must continue to pay tax 
upon tax, xo long as he has anything left 
to pay taxes with, it must be discredited. 


In support of these propositions one haa 


only to consider the effect, supposing that 
the paper certificates of all the shares 
of stock in foreign corporations held in 
Massachusetts should be destroyed, would 
any one be poorer? 


Supposing a citizen of Massachusetts 


owns a farm in'Connecticut, so long as he 
owns it as an individual, or even as a 
partner in a firm, he cannot be taxed for 
it here, but if for any reason he transfers 
his real estate to a corporation, exchang- 
ing his paper title deeds for paper certifi- 
cates of stock of equal valne, he becomes 
liable to be taxed for that value. If it be 
right that the citizen should own real 
estate in other states nnd enjoy its reve- 
nues while residing here, without account- 
ing to our assessors (and no one disputes 
this), it is right that he should own the 
evidences of real estate, whether in the 
form of title deeds or shares of stock. 
Long ago the prosperity of Massachu- 
setts was greatly enhanced if not entirely 
created by the enterprise of her merchant 
princes, whose ships penetrated the must 
distant seas, and the fruits of whose com- 
merce returned here, establishing taxable 
property and building up the credit and 
glory of the state. So valuable and im- 
portant U the unrestricted freedom of this 
commerce that the legislature has repeat- 
edly passed special acts granting immu- 
nity from taxation to ships engaged in 
foreign trade. The progress of modern 
invention has turned enterprise into 
other channels, but the law now discrim- 
inates against the merchant whose cour- 
age and cupit.il builds railroads acrui.4 
the contineut, digs mines in Michigan er 
Colorado, builds factories in New Hamp- 
shire, Maine or Georgia, or irrigates tha 
barren lands of Texas aud Arizona, while 


makers, hairdressers, florists, lawyers, 
doctors, theaters, railroads und counties* 
other purveyors oi uecessaries and lux- 
uries. Such income as he does not spend 
will increase the bank deposits. All of 
these pay taxes, and we may be sure tbat 
the tax bill is not forgotten in making up 
the charges which our Crraius musfc p»y. 
Without him und his kind all these 
things would prosper less and pay less 
taxes. 


The poor immigrant who has the good 


sense to make his home in Massachusetts, 
if he promises to be self-supporting and 
law-abidiiig, has ever been and ever will 
be welcomed by tho broad policy of thi* 
Commonwealth, though be makes one 
more competitor for our native wage- 
earners to contend against, and addn to 
the direct Income of the State only hii 
poll-tax (which at auj time he may b* 
unable to pay). 


No less cordial welcome should be ex- 


tended to a man oi wealth, who will sale 
and receive no more from the State 
than does the immigrant, who will not 
enter into competition with our wane- 
earners, who will distribute among our 
tradesmen, 
merchants, industries and 


charities a yearly income which the im- 
migrant would regard as a competent, 
fortune in itself. 


Yet the policy of the existing law is to 


place the heavy hand of taxation upon 
such a man for possessing evidence of 
property, which property is not protected 
by our laws nor Increased or diminished 
at our expense. If the real location of 
the property is traced out, it will be 
found that it has contributed its full pro- 
portion to the governments which protect 
it; there is neither reason uor justice in 
compelling the man to pay again to the 
government from which he asks nothing 
but the privilege of living. 


In other words, the expense and risk to 


the Commonivealth in protecting the per- 
son of the rich man who has no tangible 
property within its jurisdiction ara no 
greater than the expense and risk of pro-

SHARES IN FOREIGN CORPORATIONS. 


The movement against taxing chares in 


foreign corporations is still being promoted 
sy men of prominence and ability m this 
state and elsewhere. 


The movement seems to he based upon 


justice. 
If a citizen of Massachusetts 


owns a farm ia Colorado, in Scotland or 
Germany he \7ill not be taxed for it; hut if 
he holds stock ia a corporation outside the 
siate he is liable to taxation for the amount 
of stock. The certificates of his shares are 
the evidence of his property in the corpora- 
tion, but they are not the property any 
more than the deed of a farm is the farm 
itself. 


It will do the state no harm at all to al- 


low her citizens to enter into business or 
commercial enterprise outside her borders 
without putting a special tax upon their 
efforts in that direction. It may be ob- 
jected that men should invest their money 
.it home, and so they will if they have as 
sjood a chance to make money at home. 


Every piece of property is taxed to the 


full value wherever it exists, or should be 
so taxed, and to tax the shares in a com- 
pany \vbich UoMs. properly in anoU»« 
state is to impose a double tax. The tur- 
mer cannot be objected to as unjust; but 
not so with the latter. 


One of the strongest arguments in favor 


of taxing shares in foreign corporations is 
ihat a rich man may come here arid reside 
in one of our finest hotels while paying on- 
ly a poll tax. 
This will do the country no 


iiurm, because a rich man generally spends 
laree amounts for the purchase of luxur- 
ies. 


Besides, if he finds a good opportunity 


to invest to advantage, he will do so. For 
ibis reason it would not be well to drive 
Inm out by taxing his shares in corpora- 
tions in other states or other countries. I1 


is difficult to get at such shares if the hold-

ity of American inventors. The patent 
office at Washington is u gold mine of use- 
ful, useless and absurd schemes.

vision of tho patent ollice, and one of the 
latest and craziest curiosities is a doll baby 
which sucks the bottle.

That 
way tliu outline is not clear, as the threads 
become slightly displaced In tho weaving. 
It produces a pattern most exquisite, and 
I believe it was never before attempted on 
anything but very rich silk. 


I took note of a very pretty new design 


of a dress which I think embodies tho germ 
of a groat vogue, already foreshadowed 
last winter. I refer to a pannier gown, 


ono was of sheer printed organdie, 


with loose garlands of golden brown and 
russet green. Tho skirt was gored, but 
gathered full, and had two rows of three 
Inch mordore faille ribbon laid flat around 
the bottom.

There 
were flat bands of brussels point lace 
tewed on very closely, the stitches following 
tho heavy pattern, and then the inside 
mesh was all clipped away with fine scis- 
sors. This is also a good way to use old 
lace, as the mesh is the part that wears 
out first, and a real lace always looks rich 
and handsome as long as a thread of it re- 
mains, and the thickly woven pattern can 
bo transferred to velvet, silk or other goods 
with good effect. Tho way to transfer the 
laco is this: It should first bo basted upon 
thin but tough paper, and then paper 
and all basted over the material it is to be 
transferred to, and the heavy pattern sewed 
through the paper to the goods, after which 
the intervening mesh should be clipped out 
and the paper pulled out afterward. This 
is how experts do tho work.

Leproey in the Middle Ages—Nature Not 


Alway» the 'Be»t 
Planter—Is Friday 


Lutky or Unlucky—Frasram Flowers. 


The name tobacco is thought by some to 


have been taken from Tobacco, a province 
of Yucatan, by others from Tobag«, an 
island in the Caribbean sea, and by still 
others from Tobasco, in tho gulf of Flor- 
ida. The plant, although it is asserted that 
tho Chinese have used it from earliest 
times, was not introduced into Europe un- 
til after tiio discovery of America by Co- 
lumbus. He first found it in use uu the is- 
land of San Domingo in the West Indies. 
The Indian, among all tho tribes from 
Peru to upper Canada, smoked it in pipes. 


The seed of tho plant was first intro- 


duced in Kurope by Gouzalo Hernandez do 
Ovicdo, who took it to Spain and cultivat- 
ed it for ornamental purposes, but its nar- 
cotic qualities were shortly afterward dis- 
covered, and the practice of smoking it 
soon became general, and its manul'acturo 
into snuff followed in courto of time. 
It 


was introduced in Italy and France in 1500 
and was brought into the latter country by 
Jean Nicot, the French enibassador to Por- 
tugal, in whose honor it received its botan- 
ical name, nicotians, whence the name 
nicotine. 


The plant was introduced into England 


by Sir Walter Kaleigh. It was along in 
the seventeenth century before it was 
known to bo used in Asia, but the oriental 
nations at tho present time are probably 
the greatest smokers ia the world, accord- 
ing to Thome. 


Leprosy In the Middle Ages. 


In the middle ages leprosy extended over 


tho whole of Europe. Nearly every city in 
England, Franco and Germany had its 
hospital for such cases, and Italy suffered 
terribly from the disease. Tho maximum 
was reached in 1300, when there were 19,- 
000 leper houses in Europe. 
The patients 


were excommunicated by papal "bulls." 
Thoy were cut off as "unclean" from in- 
tercourse of all sorts, and only in this way 
was the plague gradually suppressed. 
It 


disappeared us an epidemic in Europe in 
tho sixteenth century. A writer in the 
New York Times says: It is still found ev- 
erywhere in tho orient, particularly among 
the fellahs of Egypt and India, in China 
and Japan, in all the coast lands of Africa, 
on Madagascar, Mauritius, St. Helena and 
Madeira, in Mexico and Central and South 
America. Such sufferers are found in Eu- 
rope at present, as, for example, in Norway, 
where there were 1,600 lepers in 1880 out 
of a population of 1,S50,OUO, though this 
was a decrease from 8,280 in 1804. They 
are also found on the Greek islands of 
Saraos and Crete and to a less degree in 
Italy, France, Spain, Portugal and tho 
Russian provinces, and single cases are 
also occasionally found in middle Europe.

Nature !N"nt Always the Best Planter. 
Although not generally recognized in 


botanical and horticultural works, Mee- 
han's Monthly says it is simply a fact that 
nature does not always place, plants in the 
localities best suited to their development. 
Swamp trees, for instance—trees which 
grow partly in water—grow a gifeat deal 
bettor, more vigorous'ly'and every way ap- 
parently moro happily, when thoy can find 
themselves in dry ground, for specimens 
of maples, willows, sweet gums and other 
supposed swc-mp trees are always found in 
comparatively dry ground. What is known 
as the Bermuda lily is another case in 
point. This is a native of Japan, really 
Lilium. longiflorum, but nowhere does it 
grow in such luxuriance as in the islands 
of Bermuda, where it was accidentally in- 
troduced or escaped from cultivation a 
great many years ago. So great is its lux- 
uriance that it has been recognized as 
distinct variety from the Japan plant and 
is known in cultivation as Lilium har- 
risii, having been first made known to cul- 
tivators about 10 years ago. Many other 
illustrations might be given to show that 
nature does not always arrange that plants 
should naturally be found in places the 
beat suited to their growth.

as1'knocker out." 
The operators of this 


deadly drug represent tho lowest order of 
criminals, also the most dangerous, as it 
is next to Impossible to break them up. 
They are known to the police as''Peter 
players," because the pioneer of tho busi- 
ness in this country was uld Peter Saw- 
yer, as desperate a crook as ever got In tha 
hands of the police of this city. 


Tho resorts of burglars, sneak thieves, 


pickpockets and confidence men have one 
by one been broken up by the authorities 
and the crooks scattered all over tho coun- 
try, but the "Peter players" still flourish 
and will continue to do so just as long as 
chloral hydrate Is as easy to obtain aa it is 
at present and intoxicated men will con- 
sent to drink with strangers. The resorts 
of "Peter players" cann.it be broken up, 
because they are the s\\ ellest and most re- 
spectable places In town. A crook will ad- 
minister tho "knocker out" in a respecta- 
ble place as readily as ho will In some 
Bowery dive, and therein lies the danger. 


They will administer the "knocker out" 


at the bar of some respectable place and 
then walk the victim to a spot where they 
con rob hun at leisure, urelse they will se- 
cure a private room in sonic swell cafe, and 
when the victim has fallen prey to the 
drug relieve him of his \uluablesandleave 
him there. Fully half a dozen "Peter 
players" are arrested in this city every 
month. 
On some the dru<: is found, and 


in theso cases a conviction is invariably se- 
cured, but most of them manage to destroy 
the only evidence against themselves after 
arrest. The drug is always carried in a 
small vial of very thin glass, which is 
usually placed in the vest pocket, where it 
can be got in an instant. One slap at the 
vest pocket will break the viol into n hun- 
dred pieces and cause the evidence to sud- 
denly disappear. 


Just what drugs are uwd in the manu- 


facture of "knocker out'' has been a mat- 
ter of discussion among medical men acd 
the authorities for a loiif; time. 
Samples 


token from the persons of prisoners have 
been handed over to chemists and druggists 
time and again to be analyzed, but some- 
how or other no two of the experts agree 
as to what it really is. Onu reason for this 
is that the most expert of the "Peter play- 
ers" mix in other light drags with the 
main ingredient of "knockorout" In order 
to render the poison obscure. Few of the 
men who operate with "knockers out" 
know just what they are handling. What 
they do know, however, is just how to ad- 
minister the drug and just how much to 
give in order to bringabout the desired re- 
sult. Old Peter Sawytr the first crook to 
use "knocker out," used to operate with 
nothing more deadly than snuff. He would 
mix it in with the victim's beer and then 
patiently wait for results. The trouble 
with this mixture, however, was that It 
was difficult to tell how much to give a 
man. Men's stomachs are different, and 
if a man got too much it would make him 
sick before he arrived at the sleepy stage. 
Vomiting would follow, and that of cours" 
would destroy the effect of the mixture. 
Many people believe that genuine "knock- 
erout" is Majendie's solution of morphine, 
but this is a mistake. The drug is too dan- 
gerous and is never used by "Peter play- 
ers." Chloral hydrate is the drug that is 
used today by crook*, and although other 
poisons are sometimes mixed in -with it it 
is not to weaken or strengthen the drug, 
but simply to pi-event chemists from find- 
ing out what the main ingredients of the 
mixture are. 


The medicinal do=e of chloral hydrate 


is from 15 to 30 grains, while between 30 
and 40 grains are used for knockout pur- 
poses. The drug is compounded in the 
proportions of one grain to a drop, and 
consequently it takos about a teaspoonf ul 
to dose a glass of beer 


A form of administering ''knocker out" 


which came in after Peter Sawyer's snuff 
game went out ivas by a ring with an ad- 
justable stone The stone was worn inside 
the hand, the plain band of the ring belt- 
ing the outside of the finger. A spring 
would move the btone to one side. Under 
the stone the nooks would conceal a mor- 
phine or opium pill, which they would 
drop into a glass of beer or whisky. This 
game was not always successful, however, 
as the pill would not always dissolve, and 
the drinker, if he didn't accidentally swal- 
low it, would spit it out. Its discovery 
was apt to bring on a fight, too, which is 
something the "Peter player" always 
wants to avoid. 


"Knocker out" men always travel in 


pairs. They pick up a victim on the street 
if he is drunk or in some resort if he is so- 
ber. The acquaintance of a drunken man 
is easy to secure on the street, while a so- 
ber man must he accosted in a different 
fashion. Brushing up against a drunken 


j then apologumg and then irviting 


him to have a drink or accepting his invi- 
tation to drink is one way of securing a 
victim. A .saloon is visited, a private room 
is suggested, and drinks are served. Tho 
victim's attention is distracted for a mo- 
ment, and in that moment tho drops of 
"knocker out" nro placed in his drink. 
He drinks, falls asleep and wakes up hours 
later, sick and with a splitting headache, 
his money and jewelry as well as his com- 
panions gone. If the placs is a hangout 
for1'Peter players," he gets kicked out 
when he complains to the bartender. If it 
is a respectable house, he gets plenty of 
sympathy and possibly a few dollars from 
the proprietor, who docs not want the rep- 
utation of his place sullied by the making 
public of the occurrence.

While attention .all'over .theJndui 


trial and commercial "world itj dcoupie 
with tho conflict of'opinion bbtwee 
Judge Jenkins aud Judge Culdwoll con 
cerning rights ol men iu organized, bod 
ies following a given occupation, it i 
timely to note tho growth of organiza 
tion of labor and the- speed wi'th -which 
in a comparatively'short "span, ifc hi 
attained to power in tlio two countriu 
most an'ectcd by. industrial progress 
Great Britain and the United States. 


Although organization in labor wn. 


not strictly a novelty, in history, trade 
unions, as we JuiO'.v them today, ore th 
children of this century. They are pai 
of tho large progeny of au age distiu 
guifched by'unprecedented diligence an 
ingenuity in mechanical invention 
With substitution of machines for han 
labor in textiles came tho factory sys 
tern following streams, not the naturu 
trend of population, in order to get pow 
er, and out of tho social conditions eu 
gendered by factorylifo and itqsubdivi 
sion of work by which a trade in its en 
tiroty became tho. privilege of only 
fow in a given umltitudo grow tha 
struggle between capital and toil tha 
caused the mediaeval associations o 
craftsmen and employers, the guilds 
wholly to disappear and now combiuu 
lions of workingmon. alone to become 
phenomenon of civilization. 


It is' hard to believe, when reading 


the radical deliverance of Judge Cald 
well, that organized labor is the equa 
of organized cnpital before courts—tha 
within a fow years organized labor wai 
not only an outlaw but on its face n 
felon. 
Until 1878 in Great Britain 


trades unionism . was still subject to 
paiiis nnd| penalties merely for being 
Men wero not indeed still subjected to 
penal servitude and transportation, as 
those who, prosecuted tinder tho unlaw- 
ful oaths net, had been, bub courts-wore 
forbidden to recognize the unions as law- 
:ul aaid statutes remained unrepealet 
subjecting membors of such bodies to 
irosecution wherever local Beutimoul 
jeoamo sudlcientry heated against them. 
Acts of parliament by the score wore di- 
rected toward their extirpation. It was 
lecessary as late as 1807 .to pass a law 
making even permissible appointmcul 
of councils of conciliation or nrbitra- 
iolL Ono of tho acts that now roads 
ike archaiology begins withi 
Whoron.8, Such combinations are Injurloui 
o truua und commcrco. daiieoroaa to tho trau- 
ullllty of Iho country and especially projudl- 
ilal to Uio Interests of all who aro concerned IB 
thorn, oto, 


"While excods hus at times ohoractcr- 
;od organizations of trades, it will be 


admitted by fair observers that the in- 
lueuce of organization, when kept witli- 
n logical limits, .has been salutary. 
Vhilo it is true that.^anitary and mor- 
al reform of factory nnd"mine_lifq waa 
unugnrnted by a mannf aoturer—the f n- 
her of Sir Robert Pool—legislation 
hortoning tho hours of labor nnd amel- 
orating its burdens has been due for 
he most part in all countries, to orgnn- 
zation of the people directly affected.' 


Tet iu view of all this misery there 


are prominent editors and writers who 
have nothing te ssy axccpt that "t!io.« 
savage jJmis must be completely subju- 
gy.tf.fi."

Make thooovor 
so that it can bo removcjl easily and 
washed when desired. In making a cov- 
er of this kind leave ono sido open to ad- 
mit tho mattress; then fasten it to- 
gether with buttons nnd buttonholes. 
If the cover of unbleached muslin seems 
too light for this purpose, use instead a 
thin gr.ido of tiolciug.

Take fume dear warm 
wator and add to ifc a fow drops of am- 
monia, just enough to make the water 
feel smooth; then, with a clean cloth 
wash tho spot, using pome good soap, 
rinse in clean water and rub well -with 
a diy cloth.

! Mr. D. Jpnesco has presented before the 
agricultural society of Brabaut the result 
of interesting oxporhnents ond observa- 
tions in regard to tho. frequent striking of 
.trees- by lightning." Certain" trecE attract 
lightning better than others, ho finds, and 
their conductivity depends much upon the 
richness of the wood in starch and oil. He 
consequently distinguishes them as oil 
trees nnd starch trees. 


Tho grocn wood of treed is in all cases a 
bad conductor of electricity, and so much 
tho worse in proportion as the tree is richer 
in oil. On tho contrary, tho green wood of 


eous trees, poor 


electricity relatively well. Living wood Is 


, 


amylaceous trees, poor hi oil, conducts 


a much better conductor than dead. The 
existence of dead branches La' trees of both 
categories therefore increases the danger of 
lightning. 


In the forests of tho principality of Lippo 


it hua been found that th_e oak is much of- 
tcucr struck- than tho beech. 
Now, the 


first Is a typo of starch tree and the second 
a typo o£ oil tree. 
On another hand, tho 


observations mudo establish tho foot that 
tho frequency of lightning strokes is 
greater in tho dry, than in tho other 
branc-hcs. Besides the same statistics go 
to prove that the danger of lightning bos 
no relation to the character of the soil. 
Although tho highest figures are shown in, 
hard and sandy ground, this" is duo to the 
fact that starch trees grow in such soil, but

Speculation in Grain Again Breaks 


the Record.

Btrlkes bngln to have-'a serious, though, 
It is assumed, only a temporary, effect, 
The number of works - depending upon 
supplies of bituminous coal or coke for 
fuel is large, and quite a considerable 
proportion of them have already been com- 
pelled to stop operations. Some railroads 
at the west are emburrasaed, and textile 
works of some importance must close 
soon unless the strike ceases.

Ing foreign demand for products nnd 
further 'withdrawal of foreign capital. 
But neither strikes, nor foreign distrust 
long retard the progress of the country.

Importance appeai-s. 


The shipments from Bostou of boots 


and shoes, according to The Shoo aud 
Leather Reporter, are but 7 per cent less 
th:m a year ago, but the decided Increase 
noticed iu orders is not evenly distributed, 
aud manufacturers who shade prices 
eeem to get the lion's share of work. 


Textile Industries. 


The textile manufacturers are not Im- 


proving in position or prospects, for 
while orders do nob increase uncertain- 
ties in regard to labor grow more serious. 
The working force shows much unwilling- 
ness to accept for another season the 
wages which were temporarily adopted in 
order to have works reopened after lost 
Buinmer'a suspension. 


The apathy of buyers in cottons Is re- 


flected in further decline of print cloths, 
although some qualities of goods have 
advanced BllRhtly. Sules of wool again 
drop considerably below those of the 
same week last year. Though orders for 
woolens are far below the probable re- 
quirements for the next season, few man- 
ufacturers are bold enough to make up 
goods in advance of the demand, while 
clothiers are extremely cautious. The 
dressing department has much the beat 
of the business, although its production 
is considerably smaller than usual. 


Grain Away Down. 


Tha speculation in grain has again 


brokaii records with the lowest prices 
ever made for wheat, although western 
receipts are a little smaller than a year 
UKO, while exports are also smaller by 
mare than a quarter. The prevailing be- 
lief is that the yield will, as in other re- 
cent years, far exceed government predic- 
tions, which are again pointing to a small 
crop. Corn has changed In price bnt 
little, and pork products have been fairly 
nteadyi with oil-and coffee unchanged, 
but cotton is weaker in tone, although re- 
ceipts from plantations are a. little 
emallar than a year ago. 


It is a striking evidence of the general 


want of confidence that there Is BO littla 
Bpeculation, while money Is abundant al- 
most bbyond precedent 


For the past week the failures have 


been 208 In the United States, against 257 
last year, and 42 in Canada, against 23 
last year, with none of especial Impor- 
tance, although four bank failure are in- 
cluded.

the mauler of Tip in bonds, were relieve 
of their duties and cent Into eternity b 
their intractable charge. The last miiu 
Snjder, saw evidences of Tip's intcutlo 
to send him on the samo road, so to BIIV 
himself he became first the accuser r. i 
then the executioner of an elephant 
whose namo nnd fate nave excited the iu 
tereat of probably 50.000,000 people.

"Al 
through the day we tried to ad mime ti- 
the poisou, cyanide of potassium, by on 
means or another, but did not succeed 
At last we decided on brail and using 
small capsules. 
Snyder made up ball 


of wet bran, in each one of which wa 
placed a cupsule containing about five o 
els grains of the cyanide. They wer 
placed in the pall in which food had been 
given him before. Finally ho put hi 
trunk in tho pall, and taking up a bal 
of tho bran, blew it down his throat. Sev

When isinglass is boiled In milk, mak-

Sometimes 


merely scalding n stick of cinmunon in 
milk givns a very pleasant pungency, by 
way of change, where there is weakness of 
tho bowols especially, and hot milk, not 
boiled, Is thought usually to preserve tho 
energy better than cold mllli docs. 


When a patient is recovering from ill- 


ness, digestion in a measure re-established, 
but strength still wanting, thu yolk of an 
egg two or three times a day is nourishing 
nnd good taken in wine or in milk.

is better whole than beateu, as less air Is 
taken with It then, nnd after a little prac- 
tice it Is no more difficult to swallow than 
an oyster is.

chloral hydrnto Is ns easy to Obtain hs It Ifl 
at present and Intoxicated men will con- 
sent to drink with strangers. The resorts 
of "Po'tcr players" ctinnot be broken up, 
heoouso they tiro the swellcst and most re- 
spectable places In town. A crook will ad- 
minister tho "knocker ont" in a rospeotu- 
ble place as readily as ho will In somo 
Bowory dive, and, therein lies tho danger. 
' Tlioywill admlnlsterllio "knookor out" 
nt the bar of somo respectable place and 
then walk the victim to u spot where they 
can roll hun at leisure, or else they will se- 
cure a private room in some swell cafe, and 
when tho victim has fallen prey to tho 
drug relieve him of his valuables and leave 
him there. Fully' half n dozen '"Peter 
players" are arrested In this city every 
month. 
On somo the drug is found, and 


In 'these cases a conviction is invariably EO- 
cured, but most of them manage to destroy 
tho only evidence against themselves after 
arrest.: Tho drug is always carried in a 
small vial of very thin glass, which la 
usually placed1 in tho vest poekot, where It 
can bo got in an:lnstnnt. Ono slap ab the 
vest pocket will break the vial into u hun- 
dred pieces and cause tho evidence to sud- 
denly disappear. • 
; 


Just what drugs are used in tho manu- 


facture of "knocker out" has been a mat- 
ter of discussion among medical men and 
tho authorities for a long-time. 
Samples 


taken from the perabns of prisoners have 
been handed'overto chemists und druggists 
tlms and again to be analyzed, but some- 
how or other nafcwo of tho experts agree 
as to what It really Is. Onu reason for this 
Is that the most expert of tlio "Peter play- 
ers" mix in other light drugs with' tto 
main Ingredient of "knoukorout" In order 
to render the poison obscure. Few of tho 
men who operate with "knockers out" 
know just what they lire handling. What 
they do know, however, is just how to ad- 
minister the drug and just how much to 
give In order to bring about the desired ro- 
Blllt. Old Poter Sawyer, the first crook to 
UBC "knocker out," used to operate wllh 
nothing moro deadly Hum snuff. Ho would 
mix It In -with the victim's beer and then 
patiently -wait for results. Tho trouble 
with this mixture, however, was that It 
was difficult to tell how much to give n 
man. Men's Etomache are different, ami 
If a man got too much It would make him 
sick before ho.urrived ut tho sleepy stage. 
Vomiting would follow, and that of course 
would destroy tho effect of tho mixture. 
Many people bollcvc tlintgenulno "knock- 
er out" is Majendlo's solution of morphine, 
but this is a mistake. The drug Is too dan- 
gerous and Js never used by "Peter play- 
ers."

Tho drug Is compounded in tho 
proportions of ono grain to a drop, and 
consequently It takes about u teospoonful 
to dose a glass of beer. 


A form of-odministering "knocker out" 


which como in after Peter Sawyer's snuIT 
gaino went out was by a. ring with an ad- 
justable stone. The stono was worn inside 
the hand, the plain band of tho ring belt- 
ing tho outside of the finger. 
A spring 


would move the fctono to one side. Under 
tho stone the crooks would conceal a mor- 
phine or opium pill, which they would 
drop into a glass of beer or -whisky. :This 
game was not always successful, however, 
as the pill would not always dissolve, and 
llio drinker, If ho didn't accidentally swal- 
low it, would eplt it out. Its discovery 
•was apt to bring on a light, too, which is 
something tho "Peter player" always 
wants to avoid.

pairs. They pick up a victim on the street 
If he is drunk or in somo resort if ho is so- 
ber. Tho acquaintance of a drunken man 
Is easy to secure en tho street, while a so- 
ber man must bo accosted in a different 
fashion.
